S um m it, M arch 1 9 ;h .—The storm com­ 
menced here on the m o r n i n g of the 13th, and 
is still r a g iD g fuiiously. 
ÍNo freight trains 
have passed over the road since the 15th, and 
there is no prospects of any getting through 
for several days. 
The Sum m it H otel and 
railroad office are completely covered with 
snow—have been burning l i g h t s day and 
night for the last four days. 
I t is by far the 
moat severe etcrm ever known on the m ount­ 
ains, 
Last night Conductor Rawland’s enow 
plow, with ten engines, left Truckee for this 
place, and is to w stuck fast in the snow three 
m ilts west of Truckee. 
Snow i.iiles are 
hourly expected between here and Emi.-raut 
Gap. 
D u tch F la t, M arch 19;h.—The snow- 
blockade on the Central Pacific Railroad is 
not yet raised. 
The track has been cleared 
several times, but the storm continuing piles 
up the snow till the track is ia one continu­ 
ous cut, making the situation more serious 
each hour. 
Welle, Fargo & Co.’s letter mes­ 
senger, in going over the mi untains on snow- 
shoes, walked ever the tops of the telegraph 
poles in Sum m it valley. 
W ith the increase

SERICULTURE IN CALIFORNIA, 


The California Silk C ulture Association 
held another m eeting at San Francisco. 
M rs. Felton called attention to th e suc­ 
cess achieved by the Philadelphia silk- 
culturists in th e sale of silk of natural 
hues from straw color to green. 
The ex­ 
quisite delicacy of these n atural shades of 
color recom m ended the silk for decora­ 
tive art, and in th e present rage for decora­ 
tion com m anded a ready and profitable 
m arket. 
M rs. Felton th ought it advisable 
to obtain a supply of these colored cocoons. 
There was a lengthy debate on the grow th 
of the m ulberry and tho best way to pro­ 
m ote it. M rs. Latim er said th a t in conver­ 
sation w ith M rs. H itte ll she had obtained 
th e idea of m aking term s w ith the owners 
of m ulberry orchards, so th a t branches of 
m ulberry for the use of sericulturists may 
be sent to San Francisco and exposed for 
sale as other products of th e orchards arc. 
By having some one to attend to the d is­ 
tribution of the branches, and giving fifty 
or one hundred silk-w orm eggs to any 
young person disposed to engage in silk 
raising, an interest in the industry m ay be 
fostered among the rising generation. 
The 
idea was very favorably reeeived by the 
Association, and a com m ittee was appoint­ 
ed to test its value by practical application. 
A report was received th a t the Golden 
G ate P ark Commissioners w ould p u t out 
all th e m ulberry trees th e Association 
w ould direct. 
M iss M arw edel, as C hairm an of th e Com ­ 
m ittee on D istribution of Seeds, read her 
q uarterly report, 
show ing th a t a large 
num ber of persons had applied for inform a­ 
tion about silk-raising and for eggs and 
m ulberry slips. 
The Association had ex­ 
hausted its stock in supplying the dem and. 
Miss M arwedel, in conjunction w ith M rs. 
L atim er and the C om m ittee on Supply, 
was instructed to obtain all th e seed neces­ 
sary. 
Several m em bers described how influ­ 
ences had been exerted on th e interested 
persons to dissuade them from th eir efforts 
to encourage silk-raising. 
T nis opposition 
was hailed by th e Association as a good 
omen. 
W hile m illions of dollars’ w orth of 
silk exported from China pass our doors, 
the California A ssociation of Silk C ulture 
should not become discouraged. 
The pos­ 
sibility of com peting successfully w ith the 
pauper labor of the O rient was discussed, 
and th e Association adjourned m ore enthu­ 
siastic than ever.

T heG ridley IleraU l ot the 17th is respon­ 
sible for this item : Thom as Campbell and 
Joseph H ow ard, tw o wood-choppers w ork­ 
ing iu the tim ber five miles northeast of 
Idurleton, in th is county, inform us by 
letter of a singular creature they saw Hying 
through the air last 
Friday afternoon. 
They w rite : ’ “ A bout 4 o’clock F riday af­ 
ternoon last, 
while a t work, we were 
startled by th e sound of m any wings Hap­ 
ping in the air. 
Looking up, wo perceived 
passing over our heads, not more than forty 
feet above th e tree tops, a creature th a t 
looked som ething like a crocodile. 
I t was, 
to the best of oar judgm ent, not less than 
eighteen feet in length, and would m easure 
tw o feet across th e body from th e head 
to the tail, a distance of probably tw elve 
feet. 
T he tail was about four feet long, 
and tapered from the body to a point 
probably eight inches wide. 
T he head 
was in the neighborhood of tw o feet in 
length, and the jaw s (for its m outh was 
open) could not have been less th an six­ 
teen inches long. 
On each side of the 
body, betw een th e head and tail, were six 
wings, each projecting betw een eighteen 
inches and tw o teet from th e body. 
As 
near as we could see, these wiugs were 
about fifteen inches broad, and appeared 
to be formed sim ilar to a duck’s foot. 
On 
tlie under p a rt of the body we counted 
tw elve feet, six on a side.” 
M r. H ow ard 
fired one barrel of a shotgun a t th e n o n - 
ster, and w rites : 
“ I t u ttered a cry sim ­ 
ilar to th a t of a calf and bear combined, 
b u t gave no sign of being inconvenienced 
or injured. 
In fact, when the shot struck, 
we heard the bullets rattle as though strik ­ 
ing against a thin piece of sheet iron. The 
object was also seen by a num ber of C hina­ 
men, w orking near us, who were badly 
frightened and fled to th eir cabins.”

a creature a t th is ; b u t our inform ants are 
reliable men, hence we cannot doubt their 
statem ents.

A preacher at Virginia City has received 
a probably fatal wound by the accidental 
discharge of his ow n pisto l; that is to say, 
of a pistol which he was carrying, as is to 
be sDppo8ed, habitually. 
The strange cir­ 
cumstance here is not th at a man should 
be wounded in such a way, but that a 
preacher should find it necessary to carry 
a pistol at all. 
W as this reverend gentle­ 
man afraid of being attacked by robbers? 
Was he indeed a member of the church 
m ilitant ? 
W as he prepared to enforce 
his “ doe!lines orthodox,by apostolic blows 
“ and knocks?" A preacher who carries a 
pistol would seem to be a contradiction in 
term s, though we are willing to admit that 
the ways of the Virginia folks may not be 
as the ways of other people, and that pos­ 
sibly it is there considered necessary that 
the parson should always be “ heeled.” 
Ilut whoever carries a pistol must be sup­ 
posed ready and willing to use it upon 
occasioD, and it would be interesting to 
know what provocation a preacher would 
consider sufficient to justify homicide. The 
laity in mining regions arc too prone to 
draw and use weapons upon small excuso 
or none. 
The practice of wearing pistols 
tends that way. But it would seem reason­ 
able that preachers should discountenance 
such practices in all possible ways, and 
that even if there was some danger of vio­ 
lence it would be more in accordance with 
their functions and positions to take the 
ritk of it, th-n to put within possibility 
the commission of murder by their own 
hands.

POL CY. 


The Republican C jugreesional caucus 
has resolved against any reduction in the 
taxes on spirits and tobacco. 
W hether 
this resolution is intended to include the 
tax on fermented liquors is not clear. The 
natural presumption is th at it comprehends 
the latter, but if it does not the omission 
wid make a difference of from ten tc 
twelve millions. 
Outside of the taxes on 
spirits, tobacco and fermented liquors, the 
internal revenue does not exceed twelve 
millions, and is chit fly derived from the 
stamp and the banking taxes, all of which 
cm now be removed with profit to the 
public. 
This action of the Republican 
caucus, however, must be regarded as in­ 
dicating a determination to seek radical re­ 
duction in the national taxation by other 
methods, and as tie revision of the tariff 
is the only other way by which this object 
cao be attained, it would seem th at the 
Republican Congressmen had at last made 
up their micd3 to elo something serious in 
th at direction. 
This would be good news 
but foi the fact that the disposition of the 
Republicans to meddle with the tariff has 
hitherto been exceedingly dubious, and 
that if only a Tariff Commission is ap­ 
pointed it Í3 clear the revenue for the next 
fiscal year will i ave to be collected under 
the existing laws. 
Iu fact Congress can­ 
not effect any present changes in the tariff 
unless it has resolved upon immediate 
legislation, and though the caucus resolu­ 
tion against the 
reduction of internal 
revenue taxes opens the way for the ex­ 
tension of the free list to the amount of 
at least $50,000,000, and possibly $55 000,­ 
030, no such reduction in customs duties 
can be made through the slow action of a 
Commission. 
I t is possible th at the Republicans in 
Congress have become convinced th a t the 
sentiment in favor of tariff revision is too 
strong to be ignored any longer, but it by 
no means follows th at they are prepared to 
concede anything like the amount of re­ 
lief which would he justified by the cir­ 
cumstances. 
The Protectionist feeling and 
lobby are both very strong at Washington, 
and politicians are proverbially slow to 
comprehend radical changes in the current 
of public opinion. 
In the course of years 
questions of policy often come to be re­ 
garded by the people in new aspects, while 
all the time the politicians continue to be­ 
lieve th at public opinion on these questions 
is fixed and unalterable. 
The tariff has 
been submitted to so long, moreover, that 
a generation has grown up which has no 
knowledge of any other condition of things, 
and w hich has Lad, therefore, to be edu­ 
cated w ith infinite trouble up to the point 
of intelligence on the subject. 
The eco­ 
nomical tffeots cf the Protectionist eystem 
upon the farmers of the great W est, how­ 
ever, have during the past four or five 
years been of a nature to enforce appre­ 
hension of the truth ; and the political ele­ 
ment which is now comiug to the front full 
of new ideas on this issue is so energetic 
and persistent a force th at it is sure to 
make itself felt as soon as it has decided 
upon the specific character of its demands. 
It is probable th at tome of the W estern 
Congressmen have been able at last to con­ 
vince their Eastern colleagues th at it 
would not be safe to leave this tariff ques­ 
tion altogether to the Democracy. 
The 
latter party has, it is tm e, been recreant 
to its early doctrines on this head, and lias 
sought only to im itate the principles of its 
opponents ; but it would be much blinder 
than it can be supposed if it ignored the 
palpable fact th at a strong anti-tariff party 
is rising in the West, and that, in the 
absence of other weighty issues tending to 
preserve the old party lines, it is quite 
l.kely to prove a solvent of them, to the 
great injury, if not to the ruin, of the 
Republican 
party. 
If the Republican 
Congressmen have perceived this danger, 
and have determined to be beforehand 
with their opponents in advocating tariff 
revision, they n>ay avoid defeat by con­ 
vincing the people that they are in earnest, 
but they cannot effect their purpose by a 
mare make-believe, because the public of ■ ' 
the W est are very seriously determined 
not to tolerate the present tariff any 
longer. 
No doubt there is yet time to 
effect a considerable 
tariff 
reduction, 
though if it is undertaken merely as a 
partisan measure, and without regard to 
the im portant commercial 
interests at 
stake, it is possible that more harm than 
good may result. 
B at a mere pretense of 
revision, or a mere promise of future re­ 
duction, will not prevent the Democrats 
from making capital out of the Western 
sentiment, and if their Congressmen are 
shrewd enough to prepose radical legisla­ 
tion during the present session, and it is 
defeated by their antagonists, they will 
have a very strong case before the people. 
At present it is not possible to compre­ 
hend the ultim ate Republican policy. The 
party, were it wisely led, could w ithout 
inconsistency advocate and carry out rad­ 
ical amendments to the tariff. 
It is cer­ 
tainly 110 more strongly committed to the 
Protective policy than Sir Robert Peel was 
to the Corn Laws, and yet th at statesman 
found it possible to abandon his old prin­ 
ciples w ithout dishonor, and in fact to his 
lasting credit, when the state of the nation 
proved that those principles were errone­ 
ous. 
Indeed parties never can stop the 
progress of reforms when the demand for 
those reforms comes originally from the 
people. 
For these are the real issues of all 
times. 
Politicians may meet iu conven­ 
tions and may adopt platforms tilled with 
soon ling phrases, but unless those phrases 
represent popular beliefs they will neither 
attract nor retain voters. 
At present the 
old shibboleth of “ Protection to home in- 
“ du3try ” is being repudiated more and 
more generally, because intelligent men are 
coming to understand th at it is a delu­ 
sion and a sham, that the system does 
not 
“ protect,” 
that 
it 
robs 
the 
producers as 
a class, 
that 
it 
fails 
to maintain a higher standard of wages, 
and that speaking generally it is class 
legislation of the narrowest and most un­ 
warrantable kind. 
The spread of these 
opinions is rapid, and it must be taken 
into account by the Republicans. 
If they 
make the mistake of underrating its ex­ 
tent, or if they make the mistake of 
paltering witli it, we do not hesitate to 
predict that they will lose their hold upon 
the W est before the ixpiration of President 
A rthur's term of office. 
They have no 
longer any Southern issue to help them. 
The rebellion is over, and the “ bloody 
“ f h iit” is forgotten. 
Questions of the 
hour will hereafter control votes, and this 
is the mo3t burning question, because it 
concerts the material interests of millions, 
and because it is very much more than a 
m atter of sentiment. 
If the Republican 
Congressmen are prepared to deal with it 
understanding!}*, so much the better for 
them.

“ specials,” they are so infrequent and 
unim portant as to be unappreciable. 
The 
telegraphic columns of the Examiner from 
day to day contain almost word for word 
the news of the Chronicle. 
The latter 
asserts th at it does not feel the competi­ 
tion cf its neighbor at all, but that state­ 
ment of course was to have been expected, 
and considering its source it has no value. 
To ascertain whether one journal is h urt­ 
ing the business of another it is necessary 
to compare their claims upon public sup­ 
port, aud when th at is done in the cr.se 
before us it becomes obviews that the 
Examiner must be taking many subscribers 
from the Chronicle, because it is, in nearly 
every respect, a better newspaper. 
In this connection we may observe that 
the Chronicle seeks to bolster up its own 
telegraphic arrangements at the expense of 
the journals to which it sells news. 
It, as 
it asserts, it keeps the best dispatches for 
itself, what becomes of the Dee's statem ent 
th at it receives all the freshest news ? The 
Dee indeed boasts that it has received the 
news of all the most im portant events for 
some time past, but it is necessary to ex­ 
plain that all such news m the assassination 
of Garfield, of his death, of the meeting 
and proceedings of National Conventions, 
of the assassination of the Czar, and so 
forth, can be had gratuitously by anybody, 
since it is given by the W estern Union 
Telegraph Company to the public without 
auy charge. 
No journal consequently can 
base a claim for enterprise upon the receipt 
of such matters, but it is in the procurement 
of special intelligence th at enterprise ¡3 dis­ 
played and money is expended. 
Nor can 
the Chronicle's customers brag about the 
quality of the news it sells to them, in 
the face of its assertion that it always keeps 
the valuable news for itself. 
W e do not 
say that this is so, but the Chronicle says 
so, and it must be at least an authority for 
its customers, the Examiner, Post and Dec, 
upon such a point.

The Supreme Court, in the case of the 
People vs. Marlin, recently decided, holds 
that the sections of the Foiitical Code relat­ 
ing to the collection of a license tax from 
business men for coun! y purposes is incon­ 
sistent ttith Section 1*2 of Article XI. of the 
Constitution of this State. It is a matter 
that affects all the licensed d:aler3 of this 
countv. In this esse the Court holds that 
these license taxes are for the purposes ot 
revenue, and there! re come within the pro­ 
visions of Section 12 of Article XI. of the 
Constitution; that the Legislature has no 
power to imp 3 tax a !_r county purposes. 
Such powers can be exercised only by general 
laws vesting the corp rate authorities of 
counties to assess and collect taxes for these 
purpose?. Sec!: n 12 of Ar.i'.e XI rears: 
“ The Legit! ture shall have no power to im­ 
pose taxes u; a counties, cities, towns, or 
other public or municipal corporations, or 
upou the iuir bi. *.:its or property thereof, for 
county, oil/, . o, or other municipal pur­ 
poses, but 
y, by general laws, vest in the 
corporate au'horities thereof the power to 
assess and ccl’ect taxes for such purposes.” 
Section 3300 of the Political Code—the one 
in question ia the case named—is one of a 
number uf sections relating tocorrnty licence*, 
enacted prior to the adoption of die Consti­ 
tution, and by which license taxes are im- 
•posed upon certain kin is of business and oc­ 
cupations, for the privilege of carrying on the 
same. These Include all kinds of merchants, 
saloon, theater, auction an! other classes of 
business. 
Since the adoption of the Constitution of 
1879, no addi ioual legislation of a general 
character has been enacted with regard to the 
powers of t' c corporate authorities of coun­ 
ties to aese- ;' and collect license taxes. So if 
any powers now exist they must come from 
some of the t it operating provisions of the 
Constitution itself; otherwise no license tax 
can be as e>-ed or collected by the several 
counties of this State until such general legis­ 
lation is had. 
Judge llcKve fibd a dissenting opinion in 
the caso just ref rred to, holding that the 
license celled for in the Political Code is not 
a tax within the meaning of the Constitution, 
and can only I s c nsidered a licen e fee for 
regulating purposes. This dcc'sion does not 
affect the municip .1 license- of cities, for in 
those cases the license is not assessed by the 
Legislature, but by the local authorities. It 
was the evident intention of the framers of 
the new .Constitution to take the power of 
imposing tax, • upon municipalities from the 
Legislature, and to bring matters < f a local 
pancera home to the people.

Each miiDt walk 
for self. No aerial or nautical contrivances 
Serve the whole-minded pilgrim. Geography 
ii camp-fire, chronicle and history his way- 
song. The just man of the text is tho supreme 
mac, just as Etlf-religious. His feet out-legis­ 
late gravitation. Altitude measures the man. 
Moments are his capital. He piles hours and 
days under him. None ellipse his brow. 
Progress clothes his teet with the richest gar­ 
ment ia the universe—light. Ecch step ex­ 
tracts a rev star from the horizon. The eye 
and foot of tho unjust betray prodigality. 
Tne just man’s walk is exemplary. That 
foot, shod with light, le eves way-marks on 
the cliff. That eye, stained with a vision, 
maps heaven to spectators. Toat heart, a 
Betblehen.io star, shinesthrcugh tothe distant 
devotee. A va:t, gorgeous garment the mas­ 
ter spreads before us. Woven of endless 
threads of light by star-s’iuttles in the roof of 
the aky. His iuterest is intensified. “ Shines 
more and more unto the perfect day.” 
Man is entirely excursive. His way is Christ, 
and He has light. The morning »un is al- 
vertked by a thousand fingers of light. An 
open eya ij self-insurance. Thought, like a 
harbor, is attained by attention to the frag­ 
mentary proclamations of rigual iight-. The 
just man continually adds to the chart of 
life. Mind, like a telescope, will steal tho 
secrets cf heaven. The heart regulates the 
signal service of man. Time and action ob­ 
literate distance and death. Who ever con­ 
templated the Amazon acd held not a spring 
in the margin of reflection ? Yet 4,000 miles 
distant bubbles up a little cui rent from the 
grassy slope, where man could etretch ids 
weary form, and, backed by thirst, bankiupt 
the tiny eource of a mighty termination, 
Every great river has a toilsome pilgrimage. 
Great influence drags antecedent history. 
Pilgrim, start early. The way is common. 
None lack conveniences. Christ dedicated to 
all the world the wan and the life. Locate 
the fountain source far back in life that you 
may reach the beach of eternity with a 
mighty volume, traced with the commercial 
alphabet of the -world, lettered with canvas 
and voiced with steam. Who f rsakes the 
w»y ? Is it you, Nero, Judas, Cain? Who 
accepts? Is it you, David, Paul ? Is it you, 
hearer? 
Rev. .T. L. Field, I’. E , at the “Church of 
the United Brethren in Christ,” at 11 A. 51 , 
took his text from 1 Corinthians, xv., 53. 
He said that heathen philosophers had not 
attempted in acy of their numerous produc­ 
tions to advance the doctrine of the resurrec­ 
tion. The resurrecti in is a subject of revela­ 
tion, and not one of philosophy. Those who 
believe in the almighty power of God cannot 
doubt either the provision He has made nor 
the ability He may exercise to raise the dead. 
He spake at length upon the immortal body 
in contrast with the mortal, and gave excel- 
ent proof cf what hs termed personal identi­ 
ty. We will not appear at the resurrection 
in some other body, but in this body made 
spiritual. “This mortal must put ou immor­ 
tality.” God shall “change our vile bodies 
and fashion them like unto His (Christ's) 
glorious body.” Why deny the identity oi 
the resurrection body ? Its natural substance 
will be changed to a spiritual substance. Its 
corruptible elements to incorruptible ele­ 
ments. Its weakness will disappear when it 
is raised in power. How glorious will be 
that body! 
These eyes; thete hands; 
these (eet; and not only these, but 
this whole body will be mad* spiritual. 
The natural eye cannot see spirit beings, as 
some affirm. Spirit beings can only be seen 
by and through spiritual eyes. Our spiritual 
bodies will be adapted to the epiritu il 
ea!ms, in which the immortal retinue—the 
redeemed from earth—will forever eing unto 
Him through whs e resurrection they ob­ 
tains! their celestial spheres. How changed 
will bo their relation ; how free from sorrow 
and care. The immortal will not be an­ 
noyed by the envious and the wicked. The 
poor and helpless will not be disowned and 
rejected. Although we all deserve to die for 
the sins which we have committed, we sha l 
be acquitted and shall rejoice in the full re 
abzation of the gloiy of the Lord. We shall 
behold him, and wi'h everlasting rapture 
piaise him. the King of Saints. 
Af­ 
ter this “ mortal shall have put on immor­ 
tality,” we ihall be invited to enter into 
the haven i f eternal joys. How precious the 
thought that we “ shall be ever with the 
Lord.” None of us need to expect that we 
shall erj ty celestial bliss while we are in 
terrestrial spheres. “ While wo are in this 
tabernacle we groaD. earnestly desiring to be 
clothed upon with < ur house which is from 
Heaven.” The doctrine of the resurrection 
is a blessed doctrine. By it we were “ brought 
into a lively hope,” and through it we hope 
finally to put on cur identic il bodies, 
“ changed,” being “ incorruptible,” “ immor­ 
tal ” and “ glorious.” There are those who 
deny this doctrine on the ground of not being 
able to understand it. Shall we deny all 
that we are not able to understand ? If sc, 
much that enters into our belief will have to 
be abandoned. F'inite beings must not think 
that they are able to explain the mysterious 
processes of the infinite. He concluded with 
an exhortative appeal to his hearers who 
were unsaved, to secure a hope of the resur­ 
rection through Jesus Christ, that they, also, 
might enjoy him at last.

THE WEATHER. 
The following statement was obtained from 
Sergeant Warwick: The rainfall for present 
season to date >8 Id 07 inches ; fcr season cf 
1877-8 tocorrespcediug date, 21.99 inches ; for 
season - f 1873 9 to corresponding date, 13 04 
inches ; for season of 1$, 9 90 to correspond­ 
ing date, 10.47 inches ; for season of 1880-81 
to corresponding date, 23.97 inches. The 
average rairf-all for past fire seasons to cor­ 
responding date, 16 71 inches. Deficiency o' 
present season as compared with that of 
1877 S, 7 92 inches ; excess of present season 
as compare 1 with that of 1878-9, 1 03 inches ; 
excess of present season as compared with 
that i f 1S79 80, 3 CO inches ; deficiency of 
present season as compared with that of 
1SS0 81, 9.90 inchss ; deficiency of present 
season as compared with the average of past 
five seasois to corresponding date is 2.64 
inches. 
The barometer has been ri-ing very rapidly 
since 4 A. M. yesterday (19;h) from Olympia 
to San Fianckco. the change bring as fol­ 
lows : Olympia, .45 of an inch ; Portland, .4S 
of an inch ; Roseburg. .46 of an inch ; Red 
Bluff, .36 of an iech; Sacramento, .30 of an 
inch ; San F’rancisco, .29 of an inch. The 
barometer has risen from below the mean for 
March to considerably above the mean, show­ 
ing that we are on the crest of an atmospheric 
wave, for storms in our atmosphere form 
waves similar to the waves of the sea, only 
the atmospheric waves are much larger, these 
wave» causing the rapid changes in the bar­ 
ometer. F’or instance, a severe storm sets in 
motion the atmosphere, piling it up and pro­ 
ducing an undulating wave. The crest of 
this wave gives us a high barometer, with 
cooler and generally clearer weather; but 
when the crest passes and the trough of the 
atmospheric wave reaches us, we have a low 
barometer, which is generally accompanied 
by fair or cloudy and warmer weather ; and 
when the barometer sinks considerably below 
the mean for that month, then it is accom­ 
panied by winds and rain. The lower the 
barometer the heavier the precipitation, as 
also the wind’s velocity. The weather on the 
mountains (it 9:45 last niahf) was light; 
snow- at the Summit and Cisco; clear aud 
cold at Alta and Emigrant Gap.

R a in G auges.—S. H. Gerrisb, of this city, 
a scientific gentleman, and one who has kept 
a correct record of the rainfall for many yea:?, 
furnishes the following : “Perhaps no branch 
of scieuco has given ii:-e to more speculation, 
or excited a greater amount cf angry contro­ 
versy, than that lelating to the nature and 
interpretation of atmospheric phenomena. 
But the great aim of science is the discovery 
of truth.”—Professor Henry. The fact that 
a les3 quantity of rain is received by a rain- 
gauge upon an elevation than upon the sub­ 
jacent ground, was proved a» early as 1766 by 
experiments of Dr, llerberden and others in 
England; aud sines that time others have in 
this country arrived at the same result. Pr: - 
fcssor Bache, of the United States Coast Sur­ 
vey, made observations with a number of 
rain-gauges placed ou different sides of a shot* 
tower roof in Philadelphia, and found that 
unequal quantities of rain were collected in 
the gauges. The hypothesis, that the drops 
of ruin increased in bulk as they descended, 
was first published by Dr. F’rauklin in 1784. 
and has been accepted by all meteorologists 
as the correct, theory for nearly a cenlu:y. 
In investigating a complex subject of this 
kind the investigator often proceeds as if it 
was not already ati accepted tact, and ia lia­ 
ble to base his theory on the fact that on ilie 
windward side of a mountain a greater 
amount of rain falls than on a plain at a 
lower elevation. From experimi nts of sev­ 
eral years duration at the Smithsonian Insti­ 
tution, it is found that a small cylindrical 
gauge of two inches diameter and six inches 
in length, connected with a tuba of half the 
diameter, gives the most accurate result». 
This gauge was copied from one introduced 
by James Stratton, of Aberdeen. Thia is the 
rain-gauge used in my observations. The 
fact th&t unequal quantities of rain is re­ 
corded in various localities in the same city 
at a distance of over a mile apart, is no cause 
for wonder, especially when it is considered 
that in proximity to n water course more 
rain falls. In no record will you find the 
same rainfall recorded under the same condi­ 
tions. It often happ“tis that showers of raiu 
fall near the river in quantity to measur», 
when at my residence there is but a sprinkle 
or none at all". One observer in this city 
says-my records show* too mnchrain ; another 
observer writes that they show too small a 
quantity. It would appear from this that 
my measurings are the “happy medium.”

RAILROAD 
TAXATION. 


[San Francisco Spirit of the Times.) 
U p to th e tim e of th e adoption of the 
new C onstitution, the railroad company- 
had paid all taxes levied againBt it. 
For 
several years prior to th e adoption of th at 
instrum ent there had been no contest w h at­ 
ever betw een the railroad com pany and 
th e counties relative to taxation. 
Since 
the adoption of th e new C onstitution the 
railroad com pany has paid prom ptly and 
w ithout question all taxes which have been 
assessed by th e local authorities ; to wit, 
taxes upon its lands, statious, m achine 
shous and money. 
T his tax, for th e year 
1SS1, 
am ounted to $250,000, w hich has 
been paid. 
A rticle 10 of Section 13, of the C onstitu­ 
tion of California, 
a3 construed by the 
Suprem e C ourt of th is State, authorizes 
the S tate Board of Equalization, w ithout 
any legislation w hatever, to assess, at any 
tim e or place it may select, and w ithout 
any notice w hatever, all th e property of 
tho railroad company. 
This action being 
under the C onstitution, is 


FINAL AND BBYOND 
The control of any power in th e State. No 
equalization is provided for. 
The railroad 
com pany m aintains th a t this provisions of 
the State C onstitution is in violation of the 
fourteenth am endm ent to the C onstitution 
of the U nited States, w hich prohibits any 
State from depriving any person of prop­ 
erty w ithout due process of law ; and pro­ 
hibits any S tate from denying to any per­ 
son w ithin its ¡imita equal rights under the 
law s.of the State. 
U nder the general taxiDg system of the 
S tate every taxpayer, except the railroad 
company, has the rig h t to apply to the lo­ 
cal Boards of Equalization. 
The railroad 
company, being taxed for county purposes, 
contends th a t it has a right to the protec­ 
tion and benefit of the county governm ents, 
and to stand before every tribunal estab­ 
lished w ithin the county upon equal foot­ 
ing w ith every other p°rson in th e county. 
No more and no less. W e are satisfied th a t 
there is not a candid man in the S tate of 
California who, to-day, would consent th at 
his property should be assessed by the 
S tate Board of Equalization, a t any tim e 
and place th e Board m ight select, w ithout 
notice ; and th at th a t action should be final. 


JUSTICE DEMANDS 
T h at w hat we seek for ourselves we should 
be w illing to give to another, a rd the rail­ 
road com pany feels confident th a t when 
the case is brought before the Suprem e 
C ourt of the U nited States it will be held 
th a t th e C onstitution of California, which 
m akes this unfair discrim ination, violates 
the fourteenth am endm ent of the Federal 
C onstitution, which, in effect, declares the 
equality of all before the law. 
T he first contest under the New C onsti­ 
tution arose over th e taxes of 1SS0. 
Suits 
were brought in the interest of th e rail­ 
road com pany in th e Federal 
C ourts, 
setting up all the objections to this system 
of taxation. 
The railroad company volun­ 
tarily placed itself in C ourt, but th e per­ 
sons representing the State, 
instead of 
m eeting th e issue squarelj-, and having a 
decision of the Federal C ourts, 
which 
would have finally settled it, interposed 
technical objections to the hearing of th at 
case in the Federal Courts, which were 
sustained, and no decision affecting a ques­ 
tion of so m uch interest to the people was 
had. 
W hen the tax of 1S81 came to be 
levied, the question was still an open one. 
T he railroad company 


VOLUNTARILY TENDERED 
To the Tax Collector of each county a sum 
sufficient to pay upon an assessm ent greater 
th an th a t made against any railroad in the 
country. 
This, the Tax Collectors, feeling 
th a t they had no discretion in the m atter, 
refused. 
U nder the law of this State, the 
S tate and counties had tw o remedies, 
either of which they could pursue, under 
statu tes of 1SS0, page 136, 
A ny county in 
the S tate, a t the m om ent of its becoming 
delinquent, could m aintain an action in its 
o wn name, for both State and county taxes, 
while under th e provisions of the code, 
passed prior to the A ct of 1S80, th e prop­ 
erty cculd be offered for sale, and if there 
w ere no bidders, the C ontroller m ight w ith­ 
draw it from sale, or it could be knocked 
off to th e State. 
Prior to th e day of sale, 
any county in th e S tate had the right, u n ­ 
der the A ct of 1SS0, to sue for these taxes. 
None cf them , w ith the exception of San 
Diego county, did bring Euch suits, and a t 
the last moment, the railroad company ob­ 
tained injunctions from the C ourts iu San 
Francisco, to enjoin th e sale of th eir prop­ 
erty, upon the ground th a t th e title m ight 
be passed to th e S tate an 1 it w ould have 
no remedy. 
Two ot these injunction cases 
c ine up for hearing before Ju d g e W ay- 
m irc, of 
th e Superior C ourt, who dis­ 
solved th e injunctions upon the ground 
th at the illegality of the tax appeared upon 
th e assessm ent roll, and th a t therefore a 
sale w ould be 


ABSOLUTELY VOID, 
A nd th a t no injunction was necessary in 
order to protect the interest of the railroad 
orm pany. 
Upon this legal decision the 
railroad company, in tw o cases in which 
the injunction had been dissolved, applied 
to the Superior C ourt and obtained a w rit 
of prohibition forbidding the Tax Collector 
of Sacram ento county selling any of its 
property, upon th e ground th a t the assess­ 
m ent was void on its face. 
The w rit of 
prohibition was issued because the Supe­ 
rior C ourt of San Francisco had decided 
th a t equity could not interfere, because 
there was a rem edy a t law, and th e pro­ 
hibition was one of those ri medies. 
The 
attorney of 
th e railroad company tele­ 
graphed to th e C ontroller th a t if he would 
w ithdraw the property from sale the in­ 
junction would not be prosrcutc-d, and th a t 
all th e D istrict A ttorneys m ight be tele­ 
graphed to, in order th a t no fu rth er ex­ 
pense m ight be had in the m atter. 
The 
C ontroller did uot accede to thi3, and the 
injunction suits were not dism isicd. 
In 
open C ourt, as the records will show, the 
attorney for th e 
railroad 
co m jrn y of- 
tred 
to 
ttip u late w ith th e A ttorney- 
G enrral 
on 
behalf 
of 
th e 
various 
counties, 
to 
m eet 
th e 
case 
on 
its 
m erits at the earliest possible m oment, and 
to agree th a t ail the conditions prescribed 
by statu te a3 precedent to the m aintaining 
of a suit by the counties had been faith­ 
fully perform ed. 
But the A ttorney-G en­ 
eral refused and insisted upon technical 
objections to the injunction suits, 
and 
moved to dissolve ail of them . 
This mo­ 
tion came up for hearing before Judge 
SVaymire on the 14th of this m onth, and 
was denied, so th a t all the injunctions 
stand, except in the two Sacram ento cases, 
and there w rits of prohibition. 
Several of the counties have brought 
suits against th e company to recover the 
taxes of both years, which suits will be 
prom ptly met. 
W e are advised th a t the 
railroad company never a t any tim e has in­ 
tended to evade tho paym ent of these 
taxes, but has a t all tim es offered to pay a 
greater rate th an is assessed on any rail­ 
road in the U nited States, and intends to 
pay such a rate even if it should be suc­ 
cessful, 
The principle for which the rail­ 
road company is fighting interests every 
citizen in the S tate ; it is one involved in 
the 
doctrine 
of 
local self-govtrnm ent. 
Some counties are said to be behind, by 
reason of the failure to receive the railioad 
taxes. 
If so, it is 


THEIR OWN FAULT, 
Because th e railroad has been w lling a t 
any tim e to pay into the conniy tieasu riis 
of the various counties m oney enough to 
tide them over, and to do this w ithout the 
counties waiving any of their rights and 
upon the express condiiion, th a t the rail­ 
road company will not sue to recover back 
the money in case it prevails in these suits. 
In th e county of San Diego, which, per­ 
haps, has suffered the most, and in wtiich 
the schools have been closed, the railroad 
company tw o m onths ago m ade this offer 
to th e S uperintendent of Schools of th at 
county, who did not app«ar to be very 
anxious about it, and nothing came of it, 
until D istrict A ttorney Sm ith cf th a t coun­ 
ty visited San Francisco ; wl en th e situ ­ 
ation was explained to him, m atters were 
satisfactorily arranged, and about $25,000 
has already been paid into th e treasury of 
th a t county. 
Under the A ct of 18S0, the State has 
delegated to the counties, without any 
reservation whatever, the whole power 
over the matter. 
In every case where 
conntiea bring their snits, the railroad com­ 
pany w ill come in, waive all questions of 
the legality of the tax, and offer to allow 


judgm ent to he taken against it for tuch a 
sum as justice dem ands it should pay, and 
will leave it to th e Board of Supervisors, in 
each county, w hat in equity and fairness 
th e com pany ought to pay. 


ONE SINGLE ILLUSTRATION 
W ill show how excessive has been the val­ 
uation of this property. 
The Southern 
Pacific R ailroad runs through a portion cf 
San Diego county, w hich is a desert. 
The 
rig h t of w ay is granted by th e Federal and 
S tate G overnm ents, over th e Federal and 
S tate lsnds. 
TheEe lands could not be 
sold to- day for $1 per acre ; and y et the 
land of th e railroad com pany there has 
been assessed for nearly $100 per acre, 
while its road across the desert has keen 
assessed for tw'enty-ffve per cent, more 
th an it would cost to replace it. 
T h at the 
company should resist such a va’uation as 
this ought not to be unexpected, and we 
have no doubt th a t w hen the authorities 
come to understand th e position of the 
railroad com pany this whole m atter will 
be duly adjusted. 
The Union Pacific R ailroad, as valuable 
a transcontinental road as the Centra), and 
which, running through th e fertile valley 
of th e P latte river, does tw ice th e local 
business of the C entral Pacific, or th a t it 
will ever do, has never been assessed for 
over $11,552 per mile, while th e State 
Board of Equalization has assessed the 
C entral Pacific at $25,000 per m ile. 
This 
sim ply 
illustrates the statem ent above 
made, th a t no railroad in th e U nited States 
has ever been assessed for anything like 
w hat the C entral Pacific has been by the 
S tate Board of Equalization.
